Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendments in the instant application and in copending Applications (i) 12/767,530, (ii) 
10/433,135, and (iii) 13/269,025 have overcome the obviousness-type double patenting (ODP) 
rejections maintained in the instant application in the final office action mailed on June 14, 2011 
and render moot any possible ODP rejections in copending Applications (i)-(iii), as identified 
above. Thus, claims 1, 3-17, 19-24, 27, 29, 33, and 35-42 are found to be allowable, because the 
prior art does not disclose, teach, or render obvious a method of making via jet milling a 
pharmaceutical composition that comprises (i) composite active particles comprising a coating of 
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additive particles on the surface of active particles, which are formed by co-jet-milling the active 
particles with the additive particles and (ii) carrier particles, which are blended with the 
composite particles made during the jet milling step.
